Obama seeks fresh start with 
Muslim world during visit

CAIRO Quoting from the Quran for 
emphasis, President Obama called for 
a “new beginning between the United 
States and Muslims” on Thursday and 
said together, they could confront vio- 
lent extremism across the globe and 
advance the timeless search for peace in 
the Middle East. 

“This cycle of suspicion and discord 
must end,” Obama said in a widely antici- 
pated speech in one of the world’s largest 
Muslim countries, an address designed 
to reframe relations after the terrorist 
attacks of Sept, ii, 2001, and the U.S.-led

The buildup to the speech was 
enormous, stoked by the White House 
although Obama seemed at pains 
to minimize hopes for immediate 
consequences. “One speech is not 
going to solve all the problems in 
the Middle East,” he told a French 
interviewer. “Expectations should be 
somewhat modest.” 

war in Iraq. 

He said American ties with Israel are 
unbreakable, yet issued a firm, evenhand- 


ed call to the Jewish state and Palestinians 
alike to live up to their international obli- 
gations. 

Obama also said he considers it “part 
of my responsibility as president of the 
United States to fight against nega- 
tive stereotypes of Islam wherever they 
appear,” recalling hearing prayer calls of 
“azaan” at dawn and dusk while living in 
Indonesia as a boy 

At the same time, he said the same 
principle must apply in reverse. “Just as 
Muslims do not fit a crude stereotype, 
America is not the crude stereotype of a 
self-interested empire.” 


Abortion shooting suspect speaks from jaii

WICHITA, Kan. The man charged in the 
slaying of late-term abortion provider 
George Tiller said Thursday he’s “being 
treated as a criminal” even though he 
hasn’t been convicted of anything. 

Scott Roeder called The Associated 
Press on Thursday from the Sedgwick 
County Jail and disputed characteriza- 
tions in the media of him as being anti- 
government, saying he is “anti-corrupt 


government.” 

“I haven’t been convicted of anything, 
and I am being treated as a criminal,” 
he said in a telephone conversation that 
lasted about three minutes. 

When asked by the AP to discuss the 
Tiller shooting, Roeder, 51, of Kansas 
City, Mo., refused to comment. 

Roeder is charged with first-degree 
murder for allegedly killing Tiller with a 
single gunshot as the doctor handed out 


programs Sunday while ushering at the 
church he attended. Roeder also is accused 
of assaulting two witnesses before leaving 
the church and driving away 

Roeder was arrested a few hours later, 
near the town of Gardner, about 170 
miles northeast of Wichita. 

He said he has made it through the 
first several days of his incarceration but 
is concerned about the media attention 
his family has been getting.

fires, they get an influx of soggy

“{A farmer] had his money stashed in the hay in the barn, 
and the cow ate it and he needed to get the money out of 
the cow instead of through the cow,” said Olijar, explaining 
that cows are able to fully digest paper currency “The cow 
ate several thousand dollars.” 

When you find your money damaged, or in that case, 
ingested, Olijar recommends you send it in as is with an esti- 
mate of how much it’s worth. Don’t try to reassemble, flat- 
ten out, paste together or otherwise alter the bills. Doing so 
can cause more damage and make it more difficult for the 
bureau to figure out how much the money actually is worth. 
The bureau has a team of pros whose job it is to sort through 
your damaged cash to determine its value. 

You have to send it at least 51 percent of a bill to get it 
replaced. And in case you get any ideas, they are trained at 
spotting fake currency If you send in shreds of photocopied 
bills, it’s not going to work. And you’ll get a visit from the 
US.

Meter madness 


About 50 parking meters 
vandalized on North Side

About 50 coin-fed parking meters were vandal- 
ized Thursday on the North Side in Uptown and 
Ravenswood, according to Chicago police. 

The coin slots were obstructed with an adhe- 
sive thought to be glue or putty, said Police News 
Affairs Officer Robert Perez. The putty is remov- 
able “if they have something to scrape it with,” 
Perez said. 

The meters also have been sprayed with silver 
paint. Police said the meters are in the 5100 block 
of North Clark Street, the 5000 block of North 
Sheridan Road, the 1000 block of West Argyle 
Street, the 4900 block of North Winthrop Avenue 
and the 4900 block of North Kenmore Avenue. 

Since the city leased the parking meters to a 
private company earlier this year, they have been 
the target of controversy, with complaints of price 
increases, computer glitches that made some pay 
boxes inoperable, non-working and mismarked 
meters. 

It was not immediately known how long it 
would take to affect repairs, although Avis LaVelle, 
spokeswoman for Chicago Parking Meters LLC, 
the private company, said all meters reported dam- 
aged should be repaired within two days. 

If a meter is “visually inoperable,” Chicago 
Revenue Department ticket-writers are trained to 
not issue tickets, said Ed Walsh, a spokesman for 
the department. Anyone who comes upon a bro- 
ken meter should report it through the city’s 311 
non-emergency line, and if they receive a ticket, 
they should contest it, Walsh said.

Officials at Evergreen Park Community High 
School said Thursday that upset parents who were 
barred from graduation ceremonies Wednesday 
night were not allowed in because they arrived too 
late.

Eranciskovich said she got to the ceremony at 
6:15. But she said she was denied entrance by a 
school official who also threatened to call police. 

She said of the other guests with her, one woman 
claimed she had a car accident while others said 
they couldn’t find parking or navigate traffic dur- 
ing the busy part of the day 

“I’m so hurt and disappointed,” Eranciskovich 
said. “I missed a great milestone in my son’s life. 
He was hurt. I don’t understand how they can be 
so cruel.”

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Update: Photos lead to monitoring 


Having a picture of you partying with friends posted 
on Facebook might not seem like a big deal to most 
college students. But for a Campton Hills woman 
charged in a DUI-related fatal accident, such pic- 
tures had serious consequences. 

A Kane County judge ordered Erika Scoliere, 20, 
to be outfitted Thursday with an alcohol-monitor- 
ing ankle bracelet after police found photos of her 
consuming alcohol on the online social networking 
site. 

The woman, who is awaiting trial, was charged 
with reckless homicide and aggravated DUI follow- 
ing a July 2007 collision in South Elgin that killed a 
motorcyclist. 

As a condition of her bail, Scoliere had been 
ordered not to consume alcohol or be around peo- 


ple who are drinking, but South Elgin police found 
Eacebook photos of Scoliere, who attends college in 
Ohio, drinking with friends. 

“It appears the defendant is having a grand old 
time drinking tequila,” Judge Thomas Mueller 
said during Wednesday’s court hearing as he leafed 
through copies of the pictures. 

“ ‘Erika passed out in my bed. Ha Ha,’ ” the judge 
said, quoting one of the captions. 

Assistant State’s Atty Steve Sims argued for the 
ankle monitor, noting that Scoliere had previously 
violated her bail. 

In a 2008 hearing, it was revealed that she never 
contacted the county court services department 
for any of the weekly phone check-ins while away 
at school. Scoliere ’s attorney had characterized the 


situation as a misunderstanding. 

Her attorney, Stephen Komie, argued that the 
anklet would open up Scoliere to public scorn. 

“It imposes the red A’ that {author Nathaniel] 
Hawthorne talked about in ‘The Scarlet Letter,’ ” 
Komie said. 

But the judge, noting the previous violation, said, 
“she has now earned the privilege of wearing the 
SCRAM bracelet.” 

After the hearing, Scoliere, accompanied by her 
parents, left the courtroom in tears. 

SCRAM stands for Secure Continuous Remote 
Alcohol Monitor. The device can detect alcohol via 
perspiration and will alert authorities. Scoliere will 
be charged $15 a day to wear the device, which has 
been in use in Kane County since 2007. 


Are you talking 
to a Census 
worker? Don’t 
count on it 


As data collectors fan out across 
Chicago to gather information for 
the U.S. Census, the Better Business 
Bureau of Chicago & Northern 
Illinois is warning residents to be 
wary of scammers posing as govern- 
ment workers. 

Con artists “know that the public 
is more willing to share personal data 
for the Census” and take advantage. 
Better Business Bureau President 
Steve Bernas said in a news release. 

In the release, the bureau offered 
these guidelines on telling the differ- 
ence between a U.S. Census worker 
and a scammer. 

» Census workers are identifiable by 
a badge, a handheld device, a Census 
Bureau canvas bag and a confidentiality 
notice. Ask to see identification and a 
badge before answering any questions. 

» Currently, Census workers are 
knocking on doors only to verify 
address information. Though they might 
ask for basic financial information-such 
as a salary range-do not offer up your 
Social Security number, credit card 
number or any banking information.

When wc asked Jason 
I lammelj one of 
the partners tiehind 
NLghrwood, why he 
named the restaurant 
i'or a hlglily lyrical, sur- 
real novel by Djuna 
Barnes, we got what 
first seemed like an intentionally vague ans’wen 
“It is meant to evoke a mystery” 

And so it does. There^s much left unsaid at 
this Pilsen spot from Hammel and AmaJea 
Tshilds, who also own Lula Cafe in Logan Square 
and have partnered here wirh Matt Faster {Bar 
DcYiile, Empire Liquors, Angels & Kings) and 
local designer Kevin I leisner (whose design 
projects include Bar DeVille, Empire Liquors, 
Little Branch Cafe). Bur Nighrwood has plcntj^ 
to say— you just have to listen differently. 

Heisner's design is intricate, bur embellish- 
ments iire subtle, had to study the ceiling 
in the main dining room ro appreciate its 
dimensions; the easy flow of the diverse materi- 
als used throughout the space, from cork to 
glass block to exposed brick, almost went 
unnoticed. 

Nighrwwd also is filled with surprising spac- 
es: a fully covered and enclosed outdoor cafe you

must pass through to access 
the main door; a corridor 
behind the host stand that 
leads to the kitchen, taking 
you by a wall of wine storage; 
a tucked-away stmrease that unveils an intimate 
subterranean room set with r\vo communal 
tables and a casual lounge where you can wait for 
a table. (There^s a good chance you’ll spend some 
time there. Nightvwd takes reservations only 
for parties of six or more, and waits already are 
the norm at peak times.) 

But while there’s an element of discoven^ to 
the physical space, there’s nt^thing ciy^ptic about 
chef de cuisine Jason Vincent’s food. Vincent, 
who spent four years as 1 Limmefs sous chef at 
T.ula l^fore taking the reins here, has a pure, 
honest style. Appropriately, the space where 
Vincent and his crew work is as (^pen as an open 
kitchen can get. Sit at one of the dozen or so 
barstools perched along the counter that hices 
the action and you’il literally be inches from 
your food. 

Ingredients, whether organic trout from 
Wisconsin’s Rushing Witers Fisheries or 
rare Iroquois white corn meal produced in 
Uiinois \rith assistance from a Frontcra Farmer 
Foundation grant, quietly take the lead. Flavor 
combinations arc gentle but deliberate, coaxing 
the best from of-the-moment ingredients such 
as morels, ramps and aspai agus. 

The menu is truly seasonal, so like many 
things in this city (the weather, the fortunes 


of our sports teams), it changes 
daily 

Expect 8 to lo appetizers, 
most priced from SS to S12, and 
an equal number of entrees, 
which usually top out at S25:. Though prepara- 
tions change, you alv-^ys can count on spit-roasr- 
cd chicken, wood-grilled hsh and a burger. 

This usually would be the moment where Fd 
point to some dishes to liclp ensure that your 
hrst me^il at Nightwood, like mine, will beguile 
you to want more. Bur the ever-changing nature 
of the menu means the earthy motel and green 
garlic soup that had me surreptitiously running 
my linger around the bowl to capture a few 
extra drops yfll not be available by the time you 
read this. And the orecchetti, little lobe-shaped 
pieces of handmade semolina pasta that were 
rolled out and cut right in front of us, may be 
served with something other than silky trout 
belly The smoky wood-grilled lamb chop served 
o%!^cr roundly rich whipped potatoes and grilled 
spring onions may be gone too. 

Of all the dishes wc sampled, 1 most wish for 
you the chance to taste the maple-gUized pm- 
cetta and poached egg, which was laid out over 
that grant- subsidized white corn polenta— but 
T can’t offer any rea ssurances.

The verdict: Director Todd Phillips, never par- 
ticularly savvy at pacing, just shuffles “Hangover” 
forward with answers instead of memories, 
informing that this crazy thing happened, then 
this crazy thing happened, without the sensation 
of living it. (The result is less a legendary night you 
experience than one that ends with, “Eh, you had 
to be there.”) Helms’ timing and some sufficiently 
ridiculous situations guarantee “Hangover” has 
some laughs; what it needs is adrenaline.

Cultural icons are going the way of the bronto- 
saurus. The gas-guzzling SUV? A dinosaur. The 
music CD? A dinosaur. The employer-matched 
40i(k)? A dinosaur. 

The only thing that doesn’t seem to be a 
dinosaur is the dinosaur. 

“Land of the Lost,” the big-screen adaptation 
of the ’70s TV show, opens Friday starring Will 
Ferrell and Danny McBride as a couple of los- 
ers lost in lizard land. Ferrell plays a has-been 
scientist, McBride a redneck survivalist. 

Ferrell, of course, is an established com- 
edy star, and McBride is a jokester on the rise, 
recently appearing in “Pineapple Express” and 
the HBO series “East Bound and Down.” But 
for certain audiences, it’s their 30 -foot co-star— 
T. rex— who’s the real draw. 

Tbu’ll remember the big guy from such block- 
buster studio hits as “Jurassic Park” (“Objects 
in mirror are larger than they appear”) to 
such gore-fests as “Carnosaur” (headlined by 
“Jurassic Park” star Laura Dern’s mom Diane 
Ladd!). But the fact is, dinosaurs of various 
stripes have been populating the big screen 


since the silent era. 

“There were stop-motion dinosaurs created 
as early as 1905,” said John Canemaker, Oscar 
winner and head of NewTbrk University’s ani- 
mation program. 

One film that has survived from that era 
is “Gertie the Dinosaur,” an animation on 
paper dating to 1914. Even a live-action ver- 
sion of Jules Verne’s “Journey to the Center 
of the Earth” was made by the Erench in 
1909 — that the source material has been 
reworked and/or remade about a half-dozen 
times since then shows the resilience and long- 
term charm of big, scaly monsters. 

Dinosaurs have influenced kids shows 
(“Barney”), screwball comedy (Cary Grant’s 
character is assembling a dino skeleton in 
“Bringing Up Baby”) and Hollywood musicals 
(Tin Man: “What if it was a brontosaurus?” 
Cowardly Lion: “Ed show him who was king of 
the forest.”). 

The prehistoric lizard also is part of 
Hollywood’s default mechanism. If it’s summer, 
and the natives are restless, unleash something 
large, carnivorous and, possibly, amphibious. 
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BACK IN 
THE DAY 

The original TV series “Land 
of the Lost” debuted in 1974 
on NBC and was created by 
onetime puppeteers Sid and 
Marty Krofft, who during 
the ’60s and ’70s were 
powerhouse producers of 
Saturday morning children’s 
TV. Already famous for “H.R. 
Pufnstuf,” which began 
in 1969 (and the style of 
which McDonald’s was 
accused of ripping off for its 
McDonaldland), they also 
would be responsible for 
“The Bugaloos,” “Lidsville” 
and “Sigmund and the Sea 
Monsters.” 

The Kroffts were suspected 
by some of having created 
their programs while under 
the influence of drugs, which 
they vehemently denied. 

“You can’t do drugs when 
you’re making shows,” Marty 
Krofft told USA Today in 2005. 
“Maybe after, but not during.”

Nia Vardalos has never been a complainer. 
When Hollywood couldn’t find parts for a 
funny, quirky and distinctly ethnic actress, she 
wrote her own roles. She still does. 

The writer-actress who burst into stardom 
with “My Big Fat Greek Wedding” brought “Big 
Fat Greek” to the small screen, but “My Big Fat 
Greek Life” on CBS -TV lasted only seven epi- 
sodes. She followed the $ 241-million grossing 
“Wedding” with 2004’s “Connie and Carla” on 
the big screen. It earned indifferent reviews and 
a mere $8 million at the box office. 

“I don’t get offered much that I don’t write,” 
she says. “I get offered things that are just cheap 
humor, I think. Or teeny- tiny wife parts. I don’t 
whine about it.

Anyone who has spent time at a gym has seen it. A man attempting to go beyond his limits to 
improve his answer to the question, “How much do you bench?” 

Working out with too much weight for ego purposes isn’t a smart thing to do. Pumping the ego 
is responsible for many of the ridiculous things men do when working out. Here are five of those 
ridiculous behaviors and workout strategies, as well as some advice from fitness pros to keep you 
from standing out— at least in a bad way — during your next visit to the gym. 


1. Lifting too much weight

Both 
descriptions seem accurate for the men who 
build their upper bodies but neglect their leg 
muscles.

‘And most guys won’t look at 
a full-length mirror. That’s a woman thing.” It’s 


important to be well-rounded, so all parts of the 
body should be trained. 

4. Lacking 
common 
courtesy 

A woman could be to 
blame for the sweat

treadmill or the damp seat on the stationary 
bike. But men are more likely to commit a 
breach of gym etiquette. “Cleanliness is not one 
of the priorities of most guys,” Allen said. “We 
need to get better at that.” Wearing appropriate 
clothing also is important. “I’m not a big fan 
of the Spandex bottoms without shorts over 
them,” Edwards said. 

5. Trying to get a date 

While some men are working out at gyms, oth- 
ers are scoping out potential dates.

While the best way to deal with sunburn is not 
to get one— think sunscreen, limited midday 
exposure and hats— here’s what to do if you 
get baked, mct 

» Cool it down: Soak a cloth with cool water and 
rest it on burns for about 20 minutes. Then apply 
a balm such as aloe vera. You also can use a mild 
lotion-aim for one without perfume or dye-to 
help keep skin moisturized. 

» Don’t peel your skin: Picking at a burned spot 
will irritate it and slow healing. 

» Stay out of the sun: Some people think that 
if they’re already burned, it can’t get worse. Not 
true. Wait until your skin has healed or cover up 
as much as possible. 

»Take painkiiiers: If your burns bother 
you, get an over-the-counter medicine with 
acetaminophen or ibuprofen, such as Tylenol, 
Advil or Motrin. 

» Drink iots of water: You can dehydrate more 
quickly if you are sunburned. 

» Bathe with cool water: Don’t take hot showers 
or baths and avoid cleaning burned areas with 
soap, which can be an irritant. Pat your skin dry 
with a towel instead of rubbing. 

»Try natural remedies: Some people have had 
luck with putting cold, wet tea bags on burns or 
adding a half-cup of baking soda or oatmeal to a 
cool bath.
